Traders  condemn  AA 
free  film  service 

The  policy  of  the  Automobile  Associa- 
tion in  offering  a  free  film  and  cut-price 
printing  and  developing  service  to  their 
members  was  condemned  by  the  National 
Chamber  of  Trade  annual  conference  at 
Scarborough  on  April  11. 

Delegates  claimed  that  it  was  depriving 
legitimate  traders  in  this  field  of  part  of 
their  livelihood  and  should  be  stopped. 
Mr  Stanley  Bubb,  a  Parkstone,  Dorset, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  said  that  the 
Automobile  Association  should  be  looking 
after  its  members  interest  and  not  wasting 
its  time  on  free  film  services.  This  kind 
of  activity  was  spreading  and  was  unfair 
to  those  who  depended  on  trading  for  a 
living.  "It  is  not  for  me  or  anyone  else 
to  suggest  any  action  that  members  should 
take  in  response  to  this  activity  by  the 
AA,"  he  went  on.  "But  we  certainly  should 
express  to  them  our  strong  disapproval 
that  they  should  enter  into  this  form  of 
trading." 

The  "continual  erosion"  of  the  photo- 
graphic dealer's  business  by  free  film  offers 


was  deplored  by  Mr  Douglas  Sizer,  East 
Grinstead. 

Mr  Sizer,  a  member  of  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association  National  Council, 
said  that  he  was  particularly  concerned 
about  the  "latest  onslaught"  into  this  field 
by  the  AA.  "Like  any  other  growth  indus- 
try, we  are  very  vulnerable  to  this  kind 
of  aotivity,"  he  said.  "One  business's  free 
film  offer  today  is  another's  loss  of  legi- 
timate profit  in  some  other  business  to- 
morrow." 

He  contended  that  the  AA  should  stick 
to  its  business  of  serving  the  motorist  in 
accordance  with  its  constitution. 

A  St  Albans  delegate,  Mr  David  Avison, 
said  that  the  AA  had  started  out  as  a  per- 
fectly good,  efficient  motoring  organisa- 
tion and  had  developed  into  a  giant  trad- 
ing organisation. 

Mr  H.  G.  Moss,  Churchfields  Avenue, 
Weybridge,  Surrey,  has  appealed  for  the 
resignation  of  chemists  from  membership 
of  the  AA. 

Mr  H.  G.  Moss,  says:  "If  only  1,000 
notified  their  intention  not  to  renew  their 
next  subscription  this  would  mean,  with 
the  subscription  of  £5-50,  a  loss  of  revenue 
amounting  to  £5,500,  probably  far  more 
than  the  extra  profit  they  hope  to  make  at 
the  expense  of  the  pharmacist  with  the 
cut  price  they  are  offering." 

In  his  own  letter  of  resignation  from 
the  AA,  he  stated  that  it  was  not  the  duty 
of  a  motoring  organisation  to  carry  out  a 
cut-price  photographic  processing  business 

Herbalists  press  for 
zero-rated  products 

The  Chancellor  has  been  urged  to  intro- 
duce zero  rating  for  flower  seeds,  medi- 
cated lozenges,  yoghurt  and  medicinal 
herbal  teas,  according  to  the  National 
Institute  of  Medical  Herbalists. 

Speaking  at  a  conference  in  Blackpool 
last  week,  Mr  F.  Fletcher  Hyde  said  that 
medical  herbalists  were  doubly  affected 
by  VAT  which  had  been  imposed  on  both 
their  fees  and  their  medicines.  The  insti- 
tute believed  that  as  herbal  practitioners 
legally  accept  clinical  responsibility  for 
their  patients  their  fees  should  not  be 
taxed.

The  Secretary  for  State  has  rejected  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britains 
suggestion  that  the  "area  pharmaceutical 
officer  post  should  be  separate  from  and 
additional  to  the  post  of  area  pharmacist 
(Noel  Hall). 

When  representatives  of  the  Society 
visited  the  Department  on  February  1  to 
discuss  various  matters  concerning  the 
pharmaceutical  services,  they  left  for  con- 
sideration a  memorandum  containing  rea- 
sons behind  their  idea. 

In  their  memorandum,  the  Society 
appear  to  envisage  a  significant  amount  of 
co-ordination  within  general  practice  phar- 
macy in  the  area.  The  Secretary  of  State 
does  not  accept  that  it  is  part  of  the  func- 
tion of  the  area  pharmaceutical  officer  to 
co-ordinate  the  activities  of  general  practice 
pharmacists  with  one  another  although  he 
accepts  that,  within  limits  set  by  their 
status  as  independent  contractors,  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  co-ordination  will  be  desir- 
able. 

The  scope  for  co-ordinating  the  activi- 
ties of  general  practice  pharmacists  with 
one  another  in  the  interests  of  the  patient 
is  seen  by  'the  Secretary  of  State  as  a 
matter  which  might  well  be  examined  by 
the  general  practice  pharmacists  them- 
selves through  the  system  of  professional 
advisory  committees  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  and  through  the  representative 
committees  which  it  is  proposed  will  suc- 
ceed the  local  pharmaceutical  committees. 

The  department  is  aware  that  a  burden 
of  work  has  fallen  on  those  who  had 
undertaken  such  co-ordination  within 
general  practice  pharmacy  in  the  past  and 
it  has  already  indicated  a  willingness  to 
consider  arrangements  which  will  lighten 
this  burden. 

So  far  as  co-ordinating  the  activities  of 


general  practice  pharmacists  with  hospital 
pharmacy  is  concerned,  the  department's 
view  is  that  while  this  function  may 
develop  in  importance,  for  the  foreseeable 
future  the  workload  will  fall  far  short  of 
what  would  be  necessary  to  justify  appoint- 
ments of  area  pharmaceutical  officers  sep- 
arate from  those  of  the  Noel  Hall  area 
pharmacists'. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  general  conclu- 
sion therefore  is  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  create  a  large  number  of  highly  paid 
full  time  appointments  for  work  which  is 
unlikely  in  the  foreseeable  future  to 
develop  to  the  extent  to  justify  them.  How- 
ever, he  will  watch  the  way  in  which  the 
pharmaceutical  services  develop  very 
carefully  and  will  consult  the  organisa- 
tions representative  of  the  profession  if 
adjustments  in  the  staffing  structure  appear 
to  be  rquired  in  order  to  achieve  the  aims 
of  the  unified  service. 

Paracetamol  poisoning— 
a  new  treatment 

Paracetamol  is  being  used  increasingly  as 
a  suicide  drug.  The  number  of  hospital 
admissions  following  paracetamol  overdos- 
age has  risen  from  150  in  1968  to  over 
2.000  in  1971,  said  research  workers  at 
the  Liver  Unit,  King's  College  Hospital, 
London  SE5,  last  week. 

A  new  technique  for  the  removal  of 
paracetamol  from  the  body  was  demon- 
strated at  the  unit,  where  research  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  MRC  group  on  the 
metabolism  and  haemodynamics  of  liver 
disease.  During  the  past  two  years  100 
oases  of  paracetamol  overdosage  have  been 
treated  at  the  unit  and  three  quarters  of 
these  developed  liver  damage. 

Liver  damage,  which  usually  manifests 
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as  jaundice  about  3  days  after  the  toxiil 
dose,  is  partially  dose  related  and  ma}ji 
occur  after  as  few  as  30  tablets,  although! 
one  patient  took  200  tablets  and  suffered! 
no  liver  damage.  The  researchers  maintain! 
that  this  recovery  was  due  to  early  removal 
of  paracetamol  from  the  body. 

The  patient's  blood  is  circulated  through? 
a  charcoal  column  which  absorbs  toxicl 
chemicals  but  not  blood  cells  and  tha 
process  is  highly  effective  if  carried  oul 
within  24  hours  of  the  overdose. 

Liver  damage  is  mediated  by  a  metal 
bolite  produced  by  liver  enzymes  and! 
occurs  when  the  capacity  of  the  liver  tol 
deal  with  it  is  exceeded.  Work  is  beingl 
carried  out  to  identify  this  metabolite  with 
a  view  to  preventing  its  accumulation  in 
the  liver. 

Drug  danger  campaign 
urged  in  Glasgow 

A  Glasgow  councillor  is  to  ask  the  Secre- 
tary for  Scotland  to  ban  all  pharmacists 
from  storing  large  quantities  of  drugs  unless 
the  premises  are  fitted  with  safes  andl 
alarm  systems  directly  connected  to  police 
stations. 

Councillor  James  Wray  called  for  an 
intensive  campaign  to  educate  children, 
parents  and  doctors  on  the  dangers  of 
drug-taking  following  the  recent  disclos- 
ures in  a  survey  of  drugs  misuse  among 
Glasgow  schoolchildren. 

A  report  submitted  to  an  education  sub- 
committee by  Dr  Francis  Fish  and  Dr 
Brian  Wells,  Strathclyde  University,  show- 
ed that  of  503  pupils  aged  16  and  over 
taking  part  in  the  survey,  22  per  cent  were 
drug  misusers,  3-5  per  cent  on  a  regular 
basis.  Councillor  Wray  expressed  concern 
that  494  reports  of  drug  misuse  were  sub- 
mitted by  the  Glasgow  Drugs  Squad  in 
1971.  an  increase  of  111  over  the  previous 
year.  He  claims  that  some  doctors  are 
prescribing  addictive  drugs  for  slimming 
purposes. 

Lack  of  support  for 
candidates  meeting 

The  Council  candidates  meeting  which  had 
been  tentatively  arranged  for  April  23  at 
Bloomsbury  Square,  has  been  cancelled 
as  only  four  of  the  fourteen  candidates 
expressed  any  firm  desire  to  attend.  The 
committee  of  the  South  East  Region  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  their  April 
meeting  expressed  regret  at  this  lack  of 
support. 

The  suggestion  that  the  forthcoming 
regional  conference  might  take  the  form 
of  a  trip  to  the  continent,  visiting  cross 
channel  pharmacies,  was  abandoned  owing 
to  the  prohibitive  cost.  An  alternative 
venue  was  discussed  and  a  subcommittee 
established  to  decide  on  a  suitable  subject. 

Proposals  for  the  1974  post-graduate 
lectures  were  discussed.  The  1973  lectures 
had  been  successful  in  all  centres  and  the 
Medway  Branch  reported  a  high  level  of 
participation  in  its  post-graduate  medical 
centre. 

The  treasurer  reported  that  the  region's 
financial  policy  bad  been  so  successful 
that  the  Society  had  withheld  its  grant  as 
its  balance  was  too  great.  The  confer- 
ence grant  will  be  given  as  usual.

Concern  over  costs  of 
drug  safekeeping 

Renewed  concern  was  expressed  by  the 
Central  Contractors'  Committee  at  a 
meeting  recently,  about  the  costs  in- 
volved in  the  compulsory  installation  of 
cabinets  for  the  safekeeping  of  drugs  con- 
trolled under  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act, 
1971,  ie  existing  Dangerous  Drugs  plus 
amphetamines,  methaqualone,  methyl- 
phenidate  and  phenmetrazine.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Department  of  Health 
should  be  approached  on  this  matter. 

The  commencement  date  of  the  Act  so 
far  as  the  registration  requirements  are 
concerned  has  been  postponed  until  the 
beginning  of  July. 

The  Department  of  Health  has  been 
asked  for  confirmation  that  chemist  con- 
tractors will  receive  an  additional  fee  of 
5p  for  every  register  entry  made  in  res- 
pect of  the  new  controlled  drugs,  as  at 
present  received  for  the  recording  of  DDA 
preparations. 

The  average  total  cost  per  prescription 
rose  from  77-75p  in  October  1971  to 
83  99p  in  October  1972,  the  average  fee 
rising  from  14  89p  to  16-86p.  The  total 
number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in 
October  1972  was  23,931,378  representing 
a  total  cost  of  £20,099,487.  Correspond- 
ing figures  for  October  1971  were 
22,000,632  and  £17,106,075  respectively.

"I  would  hope  in  the  immediate  future  to 
see  signs  that  the  Government  are  pre- 
pared to  give  us  the  necessary  legislation," 
said  Mr  W.  M.  Darling  when  questioned 
on  prospects  for  planned  distribution  of 
pharmacies  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students  Association  annual  conference 
held  in  Sunderland  earlier  this  week. 

Mr  Darling,  speaking  during  an  EEC 
forum,  was  referring  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  agreement  with  company  chemists 
that  planned  distribution  by  means  of  a 
restriction  on  new  NHS  contracts  could 
be  implemented  within  a  radius  of  i-mile 
of  a  health  centre,  except  where  a  substan- 
tial new  shopping  development  came 
within  the  area. 

He  said  that  convenient  public  access 
to  a  comprehensive  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice was  the  basis  of  the  Council's  policy, 
but  the  Government  had  warned  that  legis- 
lation was  only  feasible  if  there  was  agree- 
ment within  the  profession.  Mr  Darling 
felt  that  the  proposal  for  health  centre 


1973  dispensing  costs  inquiry  has  been 
sent  to  the  210  pharmacies  selected  to 
take  part. 

A  formal  acknowledgement  has  been 
received  from  the  Department  of  Health 
to  the  Committee's  representations  con- 
cerning recommendation  12  of  the  work- 
ing party  on  general  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices, "that  the  possibility  of  both  sides 
agreeing  to  submit  a  difference  of  opinion 
to  arbitration  should  be  written  into  the 
contract." 

The  ways  in  which  a  proportion  of  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  could 
be  directly  elected  by  the  local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  were  further  con- 
sidered. 

Letters  from  a  number  of  local  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  supported  the 
decision  to  press  for  a  clear  definition  of 
"rural"  to  be  included  in  regulation  29  of 
the  NHS  (General  Medical  and  Pharma- 
ceutical  Services)   Regulations,  1972. 

Concerning  NHS  reorganisations,  the 
Committee  agreed  that  elections  should  be 
held  earlier  than  usual  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  which  would  act  as 
"shadow"  committees  until  they  took 
office  on  April  1,  1974. 

More  'dynamic'  careers 
image  required 

Pharmacy  has  been  misrepresented  as  "the 
ideal  career  for  women"  on  the  grounds 
that  "you  can  always  go  back  to  it  after 
you  get  married"  said  Miss  Nicola  Barrett, 
Cardiff,  at  the  BPSA  conference. 

Miss  Barrett  gained  conference  support 
for  a  motion  calling  upon  the  association 
and  the  Society  "to  promote  a  more  dyna- 
mic and  purposeful  image  on  pharmacy  in 
schools  and  careers  advisory  services". 
Claiming  that  careers  teachers  have  little 
idea  of  the  opportunities  available  in 
pharmacy,  she  said  that  if  the  situation 
in  pharmacy  were  not  put  right,  the  pro- 
fession would  suffer. 

The  immediate  past-president  Mr  P. 
Sharrot  alleged  that  neither  the  society 
nor  its  branch  careers  officers  were  doing 
a  good  enough  job — it  seems  that  Boots 
careers  literature  reached  more  potential 
students  than  did  the  Society's. 


areas  was  very  much  in  line  with  the  con- 
ditions proposed  by  the  EEC  draft  direc- 
tives. 

During  the  forum,  the  conference  was 
brought  up  to  date  on  EEC  developments 
by  Mr  Darling — who  is  leader  of  the  UK 
delegation  to  the  pharmacy  group — and 
Mr  G.  Appleby,  secretary  to  the  Council's 
EEC  committees.  Much  of  the  discussion 
centred  on  education,  and  Mr  Darling 
again  stressed  his  opposition  to  the  rigidity 
of  the  proposed  course  "harmonisation". 

Mr  D.  Pavey.  the  association's  liaison 
secretary  with  the  International  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Federation,  reported  on 
a  survey  of  course  content  he  had  carried 
out.  A  main  feature  of  difference  was  the 
emphasis  placed  on  pharmacognosy  and 
chemistry  on  the  Continent,  as  opposed 
to  pharmacology  in  Britain.  It  was  agreed 
that  this  reflected  a  difference  in  practice, 
as  the  British  pharmacist  became  more 
and  more  involved  with  patients  and  ward 
pharmacy. 


Prospects  for  planned  distribution 
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Zimmermann  move  to 
Milton  Keynes 

Chas  Zimmermann  Co  Ltd  have  completed 
their  move  from  Perivale  to  their  new  pur- 
pose-built premises  at  Dawson  Road, 
Bletchley,  Bucks,  which  is  in  the  catchment 
area  of  the  new  city  of  Milton  Keynes.

The  company's  executive  and 
secretarial  staff  are  housed  in  a  well-designed 
office  block. 

The  new  premises  lie  approximately  mid- 
way between  London  and  Birmingham  and 
are  within  a  short  distance  of  both  the  Ml 
motorway  and  the  main-line  station  at 
Bletchley.

Wellcome  operating  theatre 
exported  to  Holland 

A  Dutch  hospital,  St  Canasius  at  Nijmegen, 
is  the  first  hospital  outside  the  UK  to  install 
the  Wellcome  theatre,  a  British  prefabricated 


operating  theatre  system  which  gives  the 
surgeon  complete  control  of  sterility,  tem- 
perature, humidity  and  light.  The  completed 
theatre  department  was  opened  on  April  16 
by  Mr  J.  A.  Molyneux,  commercial  coun- 
sellor at  the  British  Embassy  in  Holland. 

The  contract,  worth  £42,000,  combines 
Dutch  and  British  "know-how"  and  was 
placed  by  the  hospital  with  a  Utrecht  firm  of 
medical  equipment  suppliers,  Lameris  In- 
strumenten,  Dutch  agent  for  the  Wellcome 
Theatre. 

The  first  Wellcome  theatre  in  the  UK  was 
erected  in  1971  at  Mile  End  Hospital,  part 
of  the  London  Hospital.  Since  then  Well- 
come Theatre  departments  have  been  in- 
stalled or  are  currently  being  erected  in  six 
other  British  hospitals. 

Reckitt  £5m  production 
laboratory  for  Hull

The  House  of  Lords  discussed  the  positio 
of  British  pharmacists  in  the  EEC  laj 
week    when    Lord    Bowden  complains 
about  the  limited  time  given  for  com 
ment  on  proposals  concerning  pharma 
ceutical    education.    The    draft  directiv 
specifies  the  length  of  the  course — fiv 
years,  four  at  university  and  one  of  prac 
tioal  training,  as  well  as  the  number  o 
hours  to  be  spent  on  each  item  of  a  pres 
cribed  list  of  subjects.  Negotiations  ar 
now  taking  place  at  Brussels,  but  Lon 
Bowden  said  that  after  the  regulation 
were  first  discussed  between  the  pharma 
cists  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  a  "rea 
soned  case  was  prepared  by  the  Britisl 
Government".    He    continued:     "I  dis 
covered  by  chance  that  this  documen 
existed.  I  rang  up  the  pharmacists  aoc 
asked  them  what  they  thought  of  it.  TheJ 
said  they  had  not  seen  it.  I  made  urgen 
representations  that  the  document  shouk 
be  sent  to  the  pharmacists  for  them  t< 
comment  on  it.  I  was  given  a  total  of  K 
hours  in  which  to  make  comments  on  < 
detailed  series  of  proposals  defining  the 
educational  system  upon  which  the  whole 
future  of  the  pharmacists  in  this  country 
was  to  depend.  This  is  not  an  adequate 
way  in  which  to  do  business:  it  is  totally 
indefensible  as  an  administrative  process". 

Lord  Aberdare  in  his  reply  described 
the  processes  of  consultation  and  said: 
"There  is,  therefore,  throughout  this  pro- 
cess, full  provision  for  consultation  with 
the  interests  concerned.  For  example,  in 
the  case  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession, 
we  have  proposed  a  council,  made  up  of 
representatives  from  the  bodies  in  each 
Member  State  responsible  for  issuing 
certificates  of  competence  to  practise 
pharmacy  or  as  the  case  may  be  for 
registering  their  names  in  a  national 
register  of  pharmacists.  The  task  of  such 
a  council  would  be  to  advise  whether 
courses,  recognised  by  competent  authori- 
ties in  Member  States,  met  the  require- 
ments as  to  the  scope  and  level  of  attain- 
ment laid  down  in  the  directive.  This 
advice  would  not  be  binding  on  the  com- 
petent State  authorities,  but  they  would 
be  expected  to  take  them  into  account."  j 

He  later  stated :  "There  is  no  question  of 
this  country  being  obliged  to  adopt  direc- 
tives on  the  professions  which  are  not 
acceptable  to  us.

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Topical  reflections

Tranquillity 

The  report  of  the  Monopolies  Commission  in  relation  to  the  costs  of  supply 
of  Librium  and  Valium  in  the  National  Health  Service  was  accepted  by 
Parliament  without  much  hesitation,  and  it  seems  that  the  company 
concerned  has  not  endeared  itself  to  either  the  Government  or  the 
Opposition. 

From  the  debate  in  the  House  and  statements  by  Government  spokesmen 
the  'ramifications  of  the  company  have  not  made  easier  the  operation  of  the 
much-vaunted  voluntary  price  agreement  and  the  Commission  apparently  did 
not  find  its  task  a  straightforward  one  in  the  light  of  the  refusal  of  the  group 
to  furnish  certain  information  about  its  costs  and  sales. 

Both  products  have  already  been  the  subject  of  a  great  deal  of  publicity,  in 
particular  in  a  long  feature  in  one  of  the  Sunday  supplements  in  October, 
1970.  Now  the  company,  faced  with  the  allegations,  has  reacted  calmly,  as 
befits  the  manufacturers  of  tranquillising  products,  and  a  spokesman  is 
reported  as  saying:  "We  are  not  concerned  about  this  report."  But  it  is 
evident  that  Parliament  is,  and  the  Minister  for  Trade  and  Consumer  Affairs 
(Mr  Geoffrey  Howe)  announced  that  he  has  made  an  Order  reducing  the 
prices  of  the  two  products  dramatically  as  from  April  23. 

Pharmacists  are,  therefore,  also  concerned  for  from  that  date — or  shortly 
thereafter — the  value  of  the  stocks  they  hold  (and  they  are  very  considerable) 
will  drop  and  there  is  no  suggestion  so  far  that  there  will  be  any 
compensation.  The  situation,  indeed,  may  have  a  bearing  in  future  on 
minimum  packs.  The  company  has  asked:  "Does  the  public  want  to  opt  for 
some  price  savings  on  existing  drugs  in  the  short  term  or  does  it  prefer  to 
obtain  substantially  larger  long-term  savings  in  better  health  and  longer  life 
owing  to  the  discovery  of  new  breakthrough  drugs?"  The  answer  must  surely 
be  yes. 

Menial  jobs 

A  favourite  topic  at  branch  meetings  for  as  many  years  as  I  can  remember 
has  been  "Whither  pharmacy?"  A  reading  of  last  week's  issue  raises 
another  question:  "Whither  Council?" 

Mr  W.  A.  Beanland,  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Society's  Council  expressed 
concern  over  a  suggestion  that  the  demand  for  pharmacists  in  the  hospital 
service  would  be  lessened  if  there  were  adequate  numbers  of  technicians. 
That  seemed  to  Mr  Beanland  to  be  a  continuation  of  a  situation  in  which 
the  pharmacists  was  being  progressively  replaced  by  the  technician  and  the 
unqualified  person. 

The  Council  did  approve  a  few  years  ago  of  an  assistant's  course  of 
training  and  examination — and  a  strenuous  course  it  is,  and  it  is  therefore 
to  be  expected  that  those  who  have  undergone  the  course  will  look  for  some 
recognition.  But  Messrs  J.  G.  Roberts  and  C.  C.  Stevens  shared  the  view 
that  it  was  not  in  the  interests  of  a  learned  profession  to  continue  to  do  work 
which  could  be  done  by  people  who  were  less  highly  trained  and  that 
pharmacists  should  not  be  used  for  menial  jobs.  What  constituted  a  "menial 
job"  was  not  specified.

The  earlier  packaging  was  "clinical  in 
approach"  and  investigations  soon  proved 
that  Veeto  was  generally  considered  to 
be  a  cosmetic  preparation  and  the  designs 
adopted  for  the  new  package  underline 
the  "cosmetic"  appeal.  The  new  design 
makes  the  carton  stand  out  from  its  com- 
petitors and  there  is  no  mistaking  the  trade 
mark.

Regrettably,  in  spite  of  warnings  by  the  Minister  of 
jalth,  Sir  Keith  Joseph,  the  Commission's  report  on 
ii|ordiazepoxide  and  diazepam  is  likely  to  be  used  by 
me  to  criticise  the  whole  of  the  drug  industry  in  the  UK. 
Politically  the  report  is  an  explosive  document  and 
its  publication  had  not  coincided  with  local  elections 
i  impact  would  have  been  even  greater.  Nevertheless, 
e  main  result  may  not  be  immediately  seen — it  may 
i  delayed  until  the  results  are  made  known  of  the 
iproach  and  the  ensuing  negotiations  initiated  by  Sir

This  is  the  very  kernel  of  the  problem,  for  the 
spartment  has  no  statutory  powers  to  force  the  Swiss 
jche  organisation  to  repay  even  a  small  proportion 
the  £24  million  profit  on  Librium  and  Valium  it  is 
leged  to  have  made  between  1966  to  1972.

The  Government  "has  no  direct 
responsibility  for  pharmaceutical  progress"  but  is  faced 
with  the  difficult  task  of  finding  funds  to  meet  the 
nation's  health  care  costs. 

Re-stated  another  way,  so  far  as  the  Commission's 
inquiry  is  concerned,  it  may  be  asked  what  is  the  true 
social  value — translated  to  £  decimal — of  the  switch 
from  barbiturates  to  tranquillisers? 

Another  question  that  may  be  asked  is,  if  it  had  been 
an  English — or  Scottish — pharmaceutical  company 
exporting  to  another  country  and  that  country  had  held 
the  Commission  of  Inquiry,  would  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe 
have  been  so  ready  to  accept  the  criticisms?  After  all, 
the  device  of  "loading"  the  cost  of  raw  materials  is 
one  that  has  been  adopted  by  our  local  manufacturers 
especially  when  there  are  foreign  taxation  or  currency 
problems. 

Furthermore,  is  it  possible  for  a  commercial  company 
to  exist  in  a  competitive  environment  without  adopting 
the  general  standards  of  that  environment?  In  a  free 
society  it  is  almost  axiomatic  that  the  price  of  an  object 
— or  service — is  the  highest  that  the  market  can  stand. 

Probably  the  real  condemnation  in  the  report  was  a 
certain  lack  of  cooperation  by  an  overseas  company 
and  a  Government  department  that  did  not  act  with  the 
necessary  strength.  It  granted  free  markets  for 
relatively  insignificant  sums,  more  or  less  nullifying  to  a 
degree  the  basis  for  the  grant  of  compulsory  licences. 

Somehow  or  other  the  answers  to  the  problems  that 
this  Inquiry  raises  have  to  be  found  in  the  consciences 
of  those  who  can  control  the  mathematics  or  costings 
of  the  many  processes  from  raw  material  to  patient.

We  cannot  order  from  a  representative 
scause  Max  Factor's  representative  for 
is  area  (Mr  George  Buist)  covers  the 


larger  outlets  only  (presumably  stores 
and  larger  chemists)  leaving  us  less  privi- 
leged outlets  to  a  lower-class  "rep"  (a 
/?  or  y  man?).  Unfortunately  a  man  of 
sufficiently  high  (!)  calibre  has  not  yet 
been  found  to  work  in  the  East  End  of 
London  and  I  have  to  communicate  directly 
with  the  office  in  Bournemouth.  This  in 
itself  makes  for  difficulties — the  cost  of 
the  phone  call  and  the  impossibility  of 
seeing  a  new  shade  over  the  phone! 

After  my  order  for  Musk  products  was 
ignored  I  made  telephone  enquiries  and 
found  from  Mr  Jennings  (in  charge  of 
direct  sales  accounts)  that  supplies  of  Wild 
Musk  are  limited  to  "special  privileged 
outlets  only"  (Mr  Jennings's  words)  by 
which  I  understand  Selfridges,  large  phar- 
macies, Boots,  and  will  not  be  available 
yet  on  general  release.  I  do  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  comment. 


This  is  a  product  which  I  (and  many 
other  small  chemists)  could  sell  which  is 
restricted  only  to  large  outlets ! .  yet  backed 
by  national  magazine  advertisements.  We 
(us  small  boys)  will  be  offered  it  in  the 
future  but  only  when  the  initial  demand 
has  been  satisfied.  Mr  Jennings  further  said 
that  this  is  not  the  only  item  not  on  their 
order  form,  but  only  offered  to  privileged 
outlets. 

I  accept  the  principle  of  trial  sales  in 
selected  areas  but  protest  most  strongly 
that  firms  with  which  I  have  an  account 
will  not  sell  to  me  items  that  they  are 
marketing  and  advertising.  I  further  wish 
to  bring  these  facts  to  the  attention  of 
other  "underprivileged"  chemists  who  may 
not  have  stumbled  across  this  occurrence.

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MONOPOLIES  COMMISSION  REPORT 


Roche  products  unaffected  by 
compulsory  licences 


The  Monopolies  Commission  found  that  the 
products  covered  by  the  reference  are  pro- 
tected by  United  Kingdom  patents  held  by 
F.  Hoffmann-La  Roche  &  Co,  AG,  that  for 
chlordiazepoxide  lasting  until  1975  and  that 
for  diazepam  until  1976.  Compulsory  licen- 
ces had  been  granted  to  Berk  Pharmaceuti- 
cals and  DDSA  for  diazepam:  DDSA  had 
licences  for  chlordiazepoxide  and  an  inter- 
mediate quinazoline  and  an  interim  decision 
had  been  given  to  grant  a  single  licence  for 
chlordiazepoxide  and  quinazoline  to  Berk 
Pharmaceuticals,  but  the  terms  of  the 
licence  had  yet  to  be  settled. 

Roche  Products  supplied  about  99  per 
cent  of  the  reference  products  supplied  in 
this  country.  Their  total  sales  of  products 
in  the  UK  in  1971  amounted  to  £81 5m 
(excluding  free  supplies  to  National  Health 
Service  hospitals  and  the  armed  forces). 
The  Commission  estimated  that  National 
Health  Service  consumption  of  the  refer- 
ence products  represented  in  1971  some  90 
per  cent  of  Roche  Products'  total  supply 
of  the  reference  products  by  value.  In  1970 
nearly  20m  National  Health  Service  pre- 
scriptions for  tranquillisers  were  written  in 
the  UK  at  a  total  nett  ingredient  cost  of 
about  film.  The  reference  products  ac- 
counted for  68  per  cent  by  value  of  the 
prescript!  on. 

The  prices  paid  by  chemists  for  Librium 
and  Valium  remained  unchanged  until 
Roche  reduced  the  price  of  Valium  in  cer- 
tain dosage  forms  in  May  and  June  1972. 

Roche  has  not  granted  requests  for  volun- 
tary licences  relating  to  the  reference  pro- 
ducts. The  only  two  other  suppliers  of  the 
reference  goods  in  the  UK  under  compul- 
sory licences  are  Berk  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd 
and  DDSA  Pharmaceutical  Ltd.  Berk  Phar- 
maceuticals share  of  the  diazepam  market 
in  1972  was  less  than  1  per  cent;  DDSA  had 
a  similar  share  of  the  chlordiazepoxide 
market  in  1971. 

Research  costs 

On  costs  and  profit  the  Commission's 
main  comments  were  as  follows:  The  net 
charge  for  active  ingredients  purchased  from 
the  Group  in  1970  was  £370  per  kilo  for 
Librium  and  £922  per  kilo  for  Valium. 
These  ingredients  could  be  bought  from 
Italy  (where  according  to  Roche  manufac- 
turing costs  were  probably  not  very  differ- 
ent) for  about  £9  per  kilo  for  Librium  and 
£20  for  Valium. 

Roche  Products  made  a  contribution  to 
Group  Research  based  upon  a  calculation 
of  the  current  cost  of  group  research  into 
drugs  as  a  percentage  of  net  world  sales  to 
independent  customers.  This  percentage  was 
then  applied  to  the  companies  total  sales  of 
ethical  products  to  arrive  at  the  "basic"  con- 
tribution. To  this  was  added  an  uplift  to 
provide  a  profit  margin  for  the  group  and 
finally  a  deduction  was  made  to  cover  such 
research  carried  out  at  Welwyn  Garden  City 


as  was  already  regarded  as  "group"  re- 
search. Tota-l  group  research  costs  charged 
in  Roche  Products'  accounts  rose  from 
£608,000  in  1966  to  £2,050,000  in  1970. 
(Total  group  research  costs  have  been  esti- 
mated at  about  £38m.  a  year). 

Roche  argued  that  because  UK  prices  were 
substantially  below  world  prices  the  UK 
company  needed  to  make  an  extra  contri- 
bution through  enhanced  transfer  prices  for 
the  basic  ingredients  to  help  cover  research 
costs  and  to  provide  for  expansion  of  future 
research.  If  the  company's  arguments  were 
accepted  the  Commission  calculated  that 
this  would  have  increased  the  group  re- 
search charges  per  kilo  (excluding  profit  up- 
lift) by  £120  for  Librium  and  £226  for 
Valium. 

A  contribution  to  group  overheads  was 
calculated  on  a  similar  basis  to  the  research 
contribution. 

Total  group  profits 

The  Commission  calculated  that  by  tak- 
ing account  of  the  excess  of  the  transfer 
price  for  raw  material  over  the  arm's  length 
price  and  removing  the  profit  uplift  from 
the  research  contributions  the  total  group 
profits  on  the  reference  goods  over  the  7 
years  1966  to  1972  amounted  to  about 
£24m.  made  up  as  follows:

The  Commission  did  not  consider  that 
Roche's  position  had  been  as  much  affected 
by  the  granting  of  compulsory  licences  to 
Berk  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  and  DDSA  as 
the  company  had  claimed.  They  noted  that 
Roche  had  not  reduced  the  price  of  chlor- 
diazepoxide to  compete  with  DDSA,  and 
they  were  not  convinced  that  the  reduction 
in  the  price  of  diazepam  to  meet  Bejrk 
Pharmaceuticals  competition  was  a  neces- 
sary consequential  response  to  that  com- 
pany's entry  into  the  market.  They  thought 
that  Roche  might  have  over-estimated  the 
competition. 

The  Commission  did  not  believe  that 
Roche  was  subjected  to  significant  price 
competition.  The  company  had  claimed  to 
face  competition  from  600  non-reference 
drugs  but  the  fact  that  Roche  prices  re- 
mained unchanged  until  May  1972  did  not 
suggest  that  these  products  had  had  any 
effect. 

The  Commission  calculated  that  if 
Roche's  Products'  arguments  about  the 
calculation  of  costs  and  prices  were  accep- 
ted the  smallest  group  profits  that  could  be 
calculated  would  be  nearly  40  per  cent  on 


sales  for  Librium  and  50  per  cent  for  Valhl 
equivalent  to  rates  of  return  on  capital  I 
about  60  per  cent. 

The  Commission  did  not  however  accel 
Roche's  contention  that  an  extra  charge  f| 
research  costs  had  to  be  included  in  t| 
price  of  the  raw  materials.  Thus  profits  1 
sales  would  be  about  55  per  cent  and  ovl 
60  per  cent  respectively,  implying  a  retul 
on  capital  of  over  70  per  cent. 

The   Commission    therefore  consider! 
that  the  group's  profits  on  the  reference  prl 
ducts  were  quite  exceptionally  high  ail 
even  higher  when  the  world  average  pri 
argument  was  rejected  and  that  profits 
this  level  in  particular  during  the  latter  pa 
of  the  patent  life  of  successful  drugs  we 
quite  unjustified. 

In  addition  the  Commission  took  the  vie 
that  (i)  research  costs  were  unreasonab 
high  and  the  Group's  expenditure  on  r 
search  was  inflated  by  the  use  of  exce 
profits,  (ii)  That  there  should  be  substai 
tial  economies  in  promotional  expenditur 
(iii)  The  central  overheads  charge  ws 
inflated. 

The  Commission  thus  concluded  th 
current  selling  prices  were  very  much  tc 
high  and  had  already  produced  excessr 
profits  on  a  very  large  scale. 

The  Commission  considered  that  r 
future  prices  which  it  was  practicable 
recommend  could  take  full  account  of  tl 
excessive  profits  which  had  been  made  c 
the  reference  drugs  at  the  expense  of  tl 
National  Health  Service  in  the  past  ar 
would  continue  to  be  made  until  the  prio 
were  reduced.  This  damage  could  be  rem 
died  by  the  repayment  of  large  sums  to  tl 
DHSS.  The  Commission  thought  it  desirab 
that  negotiations  to  this  end  should  tal 
place  between  DHSS  and  the  Roche  Grou 
They  recommended  in  addition  that 

(a)  Roche  Products'  selling  prices  for  tf 
reference  drugs  should  be  reduced  (i)  a 
regards  Librium,  to  not  more  than  40  p< 
cent  of  the  selling  prices  in  1970,  (ii)  : 
regards  Valium,  to  not  more  than  25  pe 
cent  of  the  selling  prices  in  1970,  (iii)  a 
regards  other  drugs  covered  by  the  refei 
ence,  by  corresponding  proportions  as  ma 
be  determined  by  DHSS. 

(b)  That  Roche  Products  should  nc 
differentiate  in  its  selling  prices  betwee 
customers  or  classes  of  customers  (includin 
DHSS  as  purchaser  for  NHS  hospitals  an 
the  armed  forces)  except  to  the  extent  th; 
such  differentiation  is  justified  by  nonru 
commercial  considerations  such  as  saving 
in  cost  arising  from  bulk  supply. 

In  Parliament 

Immediately  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  Ministe 
for  Trade  and  Consumer  Affairs  gave  de 
tails  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  th 
Monopolies  Commission  findings  and  sail 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Ser 
Services  would  be  "entering  into  negotia 
tions  with  the  company  about  past  trans 
actions."  Dr  S.  Summerskill  said  it  wa 
clear  that  Roche  Products  Ltd  had  beei 
"guilty  of  gross  and  inexcusable  exploita 
tion  of  the  Health  Service  and  the  Britisl 
taxpayer".  She  wanted  an  assurance  tha 
the  voluntary  price  regulation  scheme  wa 
the  most  satisfactory  method  of  achievinj 
"value  for  money".  Roche  Products  wer> 
now  marketing  Nobrium  which  wouli 
probably  take  the  place  of  Librium  an< 
Valium.  Later,  Sir  Geoffrey  told  Mr  Ken 
neth  Lewis  there  was  a  limit  to  the  usi 
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at  could  be  made  of  statutory  powers 
Either  under  the  VPRS  basis  or  under 
e  Monopolies  and  Mergers  Act  in 
lation  to  companies  wholly  based  over- 
is.  Sir  Geoffrey  said  it  "would  not  be 
ilpful"  to  the  negotiations  for  him  to  indi- 
te the  amount  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
icial  Services  would  demand  in  the  nego- 
itions  with  the  Roche  Group.  In  relation 
an  overseas  company  there  were  no 
itutory  powers  for  the  recovery  of  over- 
tyment.  "That  is  why  the  Monopolies 
Dmmission  specifically  recommends  that 
sgotiations  should  be  entered  into  for  re- 
lyment.  But  the  continued  pricing  policy 
:  the  company  for  these  products  can  also 
main  under  review." 

dc he  comment 

jfore  the  Monopolies  Commission  report 
as  issued,  Roche  circulated  "an  explana- 
Dn  of  Roche  policy".  It  indicated  that  "It 
in  be  shown  for  every  single  patented 
oche  drug  on  the  market  today — as  it  was 
jne  in  the  case  of  'Librium'  and  'Valium' 
sfore  the  Monopolies  Commission — that 
s  therapeutic  daily  dosage  costs  are  com- 
irable  with,  or  lower  than  competing 
rugs,  taking  into  account  the  other  three 
ssential  factors  of  safety,  efficacy  and 
iiality.  There  is  not  a  single  instance  where 
oche  have  used  patent  protection  as  a 
leans  of  charging  higher  prices  than  those 
ictated  by  this  competition.

Sainsbury  Report  published. 

1968  DDSA  granted  a  compulsory 
licence  for  chlordiazepoxide,  and 
applied  for  a  compulsory  licence  for 
quinazoline  (the  intermediate  for 
chlordiazepoxide). 

DHSS  accepted  a  cash  rebate  of 
£500,000  from  Roche  Products. 

1969  DDSA  introduced  its  version  of 
chlordiazepoxide  under  the  generic 
name.  Appeal  against  the  grant  of 
DDSA's  compulsory  licence  dismissed. 


Roche,  like  all  other  strongly  research- 
orientated  pharmaceutical  companies,  have, 
of  course,  never  based  their  selling  prices 
of  patented  drugs  on  their  production  costs, 
but  have  always  considered  the  margin  be- 
tween production,  information  and  admin- 
istrative expenses,  on  one  hand,  and  thera- 
peutically competitive  selling  prices,  on  the 
other,  as  a  fully  justified  contribution  to  the 
continuation  and  expansion  of  their  large 
pharmaceutical  research.  However,  as  soon 
as  patents  on  Roche  drugs  have  expired, 
Roche  have  immediately  accepted  the  ensu- 
ing price  competition  and  have  not  shied 
away  from  their  responsibility  to  supply 
their  quality  drugs  in  the  same  quantities 
but  at  prices  henceforth  in  line  with  the 
prices  charged  by  other  pharmaceutical 
companies,  many  of  them  with  little  or  no 
research  of  their  own. 

Roche  firmly  believe  that  the  continuous 
disputes  between  Governments  and  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  as  to  the  reason- 
ableness of  drug  prices  are  due  to  the  fun- 
damentally different  approaches  taken  by 
both  sides  in  dealing  with  this  important 
issue.  The  research-orientated  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry  must,  by  necessity,  think  in 
terms  of  10  to  20  years  or  more  in  order 
to  plan  its  research  properly  and  to  fulfil 
its  social  responsibility  of  finding  new 
breakthrough  drugs.  The  Government, 
however,  has  no  direct  responsibility 
for    pharmaceutical     progress,     but  is

faced  with  the  difficult  task  of  using  its 
limited  funds  in  an  optimal  fashion  to  pay, 
partly  or  wholly,  for  the  nation's  increasing 
health  care  costs.  It  is  this  fundamental 
difference  of  a  long-term  economic 
approach,  on  the  one  hand,and  a  shorWerm 
political  point  of  view,  on  the  other,  which 
is  the  basis  for  these  continued  misunder- 
standings in  respect  of  drug  prices. 

The  Roche  Group  have  in  the  last  decades 
never  paid  more  than  1  to  2  per  cent  of  their 
turnover  in  dividends  to  their  shareholders. 
The  overwhelming  part  of  Roche's  earnings 
has  been  re-invested  in  basic  and  applied 
research,  as  well  as  new  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  production  facilities.  The 
Government,  always  acting  as  it  must  on  a 
mandate  from  the  people,  will  have  to  make 
sure  that,  after  nearly  two  decades  of  world- 
wide polemics  over  drug  prices,  the  true 
alternatives  are  finally  clearly  understood 
by  those  whose  interests  it  has  been  charged 
to  defend :  does  the  public  want  to  opt  for 
some  price  savings  on  existing  drugs  in  the 
short  term,  or  does  it  prefer  to  obtain  sub- 
stantially larger  long-term  savings  in  better 
health  and  longer  life  due  to  the  discovery 
of  new  breakthrough  drugs? 

It  is  not  for  Roche  to  decide  which  alter- 
native should  be  chosen.  Once  the  proper 
alternative  has  been  selected,  Roche  can 
only  accept  this  choice  and  adapt  their 
policy  on  research  and  service  to  medicine 
accordingly." 

Licensees  comment 

Berk  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  while  specially 
welcoming  the  decision  that  there  should 
be  no  differential  pricing  between  hospital 
and  the  general  practice  service,  say  they 
are  still  to  reach  their  final  conclusions 
and  decisions  on  other  aspects  of  the 
report,  especially  that  concerning  pricing. 

Dr  M.  Solomon,  director  DDSA,  said 
that  when  such  drastic  price  curbs  are 
enforced,  account  should  be  taken  of  their 
effect  on  the  pharmaceutical  service.  The 
retail  pharmacist  was  going  to  suffer 
greatly  from  the  Commission's  decision 
and  in  the  long  run  it  was  going  to  affect 
the  service  given  to  the  public.  The  public 
interest  was  at  risk  unless  there  was  some 
adequate  compensation  given  to  the  con- 
tractor. The  DHSS  would  probably  be 
more  than  adequately  reimbursed  by  the 
prescription  charges  for  Valium  or  Librium 
that  would  be  prescribed.  He  felt  that  both 
the  DHSS  and  Roche  should  bear  some 
responsibility  in  this  unhappy  affair.  The 
Department  had  taken  periodic  cash  re- 
bates to  keep  the  compulsory  licencee  out 
of  the  hospital  market.  DDSA  were  now 
considering  their  appeal  for  a  reduction 
in  the  royalties  they  were  required  to  pay 
under  the  compulsory  licence  procedure.

The  EEC's  draft  directive  on  pharma- 
;utical  training  proposes  a  5  year  univer- 
ty  course  followed  by  a  preregistration

»wed  by  52  weeks  preregistration  train- 
lg.  Comparing  the  subject  content  of  a 
ritish  course  with  that  proposed  in  the 
EC's  draft  directive,  Professor  Cook  sug- 
ssted  that,  with  the  exception  of  applied 
ioehemistry  and  anatomy,  all  subjects 
ere  adequately  covered  already  in  the 
ritish  syllabus,  considering  that  the  stu- 
ent  had  also  specialised  for  two  years 
reviously  to  obtain  the  minimum  of  three 
:ientific  A  levels  required  for  university 
titranee.  Pharmacology  is  covered  in  much 
reater  depth  in  Britain  than  in  any  other 
EC  country,  said  Professor  Cook. 

urapean  pharmacy 

Vomen  pharmacists  from  six  European 
ountries  then  discussed  aspects  of  phar- 
lacy  in  their  own  country.  The  Italians 
pend  far  more  on  cosmetics  than  on 
ver-the-counter  medicines,  according  to 
'rofessor  Armanda  Mussetta  Iori  who 
wns  a  pharmacy  in  Milan.  Few  medicines 
re  available  for  purchase  without  a 
ootor's  prescription  and  the  health  in- 
urance  scheme  tends  to  encourage  people 
□  obtain  free  prescriptions  from  the  doc- 
or  rather  than  practice  self  medication, 
aid  Professor  Iori. 

Dr  Laure  Kohtes,  Brussels,  said  that 
►harmacies  may  no  longer  be  opened  in 
ielgian  towns  as  government  legislation 
s  aiming  to  distribute  them  more  widely 
n  the  countryside.  This  has  resulted  in 
ome  employment  shortage  for  pharma- 
<ists,  particularly  for  married  women  who 
ire  only  able  to  work  part  time. 

In  a  Belgian  pharmacy  there  should  by 
aw  be  one  pharmacist  to  three  assistants 
tnd  the  pharmacy  must  close  for  at  least 
|  weeks  every  year.  The  pharmacist  is 
ully  responsible  for  the  quality  of  every 
tern  issued  and  for  the  analysis  of  raw 
materials. 

Annoyed  at  being  labelled  "mere  shop- 


keepers", Belgian  pharmacists  have  issued 
a  free  formulary  to  doctors  to  encourage 
them  to  prescribe  "compound  prepara- 
tions" instead  of  proprietary  medicines. 
This  display  of  the  pharmacist's  know- 
ledge has  greatly  improved  the  image  of 
pharmacists  in  the  eyes  of  the  doctors, 
according  to  Dr  Kohtes. 

By  contrast,  the  French  pharmacist  does 
little  extemporaneous  dispensing,  ac- 
cording to  Mrs  M.  A.  Anderson,  Paris. 
Most  of  the  tablets  are  pre-packed  in 
small  quantities  by  the  manufacturer  and 
prescribed  by  the  doctor  as  such.  One 
popular  form  of  medioation  is  the  drink- 
able ampoule. 

The  Danish  female  pharmacist  has 
complete  equality  with  the  male  as  re- 
gards working  hours,  salary,  promotion 
and  pension,  said  Mrs  Else  Juul  Regeur, 
Copenhagen.  However,  long  absences  for 
child  rearing  may  ruin  her  chances  of  be- 
coming a  proprietor  pharmacist  if  the 
absence  means  she  has  not  acquired  the 
necessary  seniority  for  promotion. 

Long  training 

In  recent  years,  too  many  applicants 
for  too  few  university  places  has  dis- 
couraged many  women  in  West  Germany 
from  studying  pharmacy,  said  Frau 
Gerda  leschke,  Frankfurt.  In  Holland, 
however,  there  has  been  a  constant  short- 
age of  pharmacists  according  to  Mrs  Maud 
Verhoeven  Van  Kampen,  who  attributes 
this  difficulty  to  the  former  long  training 
period  of  8  years,  although  this  time  is 
gradually  being  reduced  to  4  years  at  uni- 
versity and  2  years'  professional  training. 
Mrs    Van    Kampen    foresees    that  the 


greatest  barriers  to  the  foreign  pharmacist 
wishing  to  practise  in  Holland  will  be  the 
language  and  the  high  rate  of  income  tax. 

The  remainder  of  the  weekend  was 
devoted  to  "Getting  up  to  date."  Mr  A.  G. 
Fishburn,  Chief  Medicines  Inspector,  De- 
partment of  Health,  spoke  on  the  Medi- 
cines Act  1968,  and  Mr  C.  C.  Stevens,  Vice 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
"New  and  proposed  legislation."  Speak- 
ing on  "Recent  advances  in  therapeutics", 
Professor  P.  S.  I.  Spencer,  Welsh  School 
of  Pharmacy,  said  it  was  frightening  to 
realise  that  80  per  cent  of  medicines  now 
in  use  have  been  introduced  since  he  was 
taught  pharmacy  16  years  ago.  Pharma- 
cists need  substantial  retraining  schemes 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  "therapeutic 
explosion."  The  10  lecture  refresher 
course  falls  far  short  of  the  ideal,  he 
claimed,  and  suggested  that  4  or  5  hours 
per  week  over  a  two  year  period  would 
be  more  reasonable. 

Drug  experts 

Pharmacists  are  increasingly  being  con- 
sulted as  the  experts  on  drugs  and  should 
therefore  be  included  in  the  same  infor- 
mation receiving  schemes  as  doctors.  We 
must  also  press  for  whole  families  to  be 
registered  with  pharmacies;  in  our  role  as 
health  educators  we  must  know  what  is 
in  our  patient's  drug  cupboards,  said 
Professor  Spencer. 

The  first  woman  to  be  appointed  a 
regional  pharmacist,  Mrs  I.  E.  Tinegate, 
Southwestern  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
outlined  the  prospects  for  hospital  phar- 
macy, stressing  the  need  for  pharmacists  to 
become  drug  information  experts  who  en- 
sured that  each  patient  received  the  right 
drug  at  the  right  time  in  the  manner  in- 
tended by  the  doctor. 

She  emphasised  that  there  was  much  to 
be  gained  by  mutual  cooperation  of  all 
branches  of  pharmacy.  Hospital  based  drug 
advisory  services  could  be  extended  to 
include  general  practice  pharmacists  and 
doctors. 

From  August,  retail  pharmacists  in  the 
Southwestern  region  will  be  able  to  attend 
the  hospital  pharmacists'  day  release 
courses. 
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Management  and 
pharmaceuticals 


"Problems  arising  in  the  manufacture  of 
transfusion  solutions  also  occur  in  the 
manufacture  of  other  pharmaceuticals" 
said  Mr  R.  Baker,  Superintendent  Inspector 
of  the  Medicines  Inspectorate,  in  his  lec- 
ture to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  Industrial  Phar- 
macists Group  last  week.  His  talk  was 
mainly  concerned  with  managerial  prob- 
lems in  the  context  of  a  company.  He 
stressed  that  from  the  Inspectorate's  point 
of  view,  they  have  little  preference  for  any 
particular  system  provided  that  it  is  logical 
and  watertight.  He  saw  the  production 
process  as  a  chain  of  events,  each  link  of 
which  should  be  of  equal  strength. 

Mr  Baker  then  turned  briefly  to  the 
question  of  premises  and  equipment.  He 
quoted  the  Clothier  report  following  the 
Davenport  inquiry:  "Too  many  people 
believe  that  sterilisation  of  fluids  is  easily 
achieved,  with  simple  plant  operated  by 
men  of  little  skill,  under  a  minimum  of 
supervision;  a  view  of  the  task  which  is 
wrong  in  every  respect,"  and  stated  that 
both  professional  and  non-professional 
staff  must  be  properly  supervised  by  their 
superiors  who  must  know  enough  about 
their  subordinate's  jobs  to  be  able  to 
exercise  this  supervision  adequately.  It 
must  also  be  carried  out  in  a  way  which 
encourages  the  subordinate  to  look  up- 
wards for  advice  and  does  not  cause  him 
to  fear  to>  report  difficulties,  deficiencies  or 
accidents,  he  commented. 

Training 

Training  is  required  for  both  professional 
and  non-professional  staff,  said  Mr  Baker, 
and  it  cannot  be  assumed  that  a  profes- 
sional qualification  is  all  that  is  required 
nor  that  general  experience  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  is  alone  enough.  In  his 
view,  training  for  professional  staff  com- 
monly fails  in  a  number  of  ways: 

□  It  does  not  get  down  to  the  actual 
operation  of  individual  pieces  of  machin- 
ery. He  assumed  that  is  because  the  com- 
pany behaves  in  the  belief  that  it  has 
operators  to  do  this  work,  and  provided 
that  the  prospective  manager  understands 
the  process,  that  is  enough,  but  a  manager 
cannot  manage  effectively  if  he  is  unable 
to  operate  the  equipment  for  which  he  is 
responsible. 

□  If  the  trainee  manager  is  fortunate 
enough  to  be  taught  machine  operation, 
the  experience  is  usually  confined  to  prop- 
erly operating  equipment,  because  man- 
agements had  engineering  departments  to 
deal  with  faulty  equipment  and  they  are 
reluctant  to  let  an  untried  trainee  loose  on 
a  defective  machine. 

But  if  the  theory  of  management  by  ex- 
ception is  accepted,  it  is  just  at  the  point 
where  things  go  wrong  that  managerial 


effort  is  required,  Mr  Baker  pointed  out. 
There  are  few  management  courses,  and 
usually  what  is  learnt  cannot  be  put  into 
practice.  A  good  management  course 
should  include  industrial  relations  and 
"what  to  tell  the  foreman  who  has  been 
doing  it  that  way  for  15  years  and  will 
carry  on  doing  so". 

Training  for  operators  in  the  more  com- 
plex tasks,  eg  operation  of  equipment, 
manipulation  of  materials,  and  inspection 
of  products  cannot  be  effectively  achieved 
by  the  sitting  of  a  trainee  alongside  an 
experienced  person,  he  suggested.  In  a 
more  formal  training,  memorisation  will 
be  partly  forgotten  during  infrequent  use, 
and  partly  forgotten  methods  can  easily 
become  wrong  methods.  Also  if  it  is 
decided  to  give  an  understanding  of  the 
process,  this  should  not  be  done  half- 
heartedly, as  anybody  who  believes  he 
knows  the  process  will  use  his  knowledge 
to  "improve"  it.  Any  instructions  given  to 
operators  should  make  it  absolutely  clear 
what  they  are  required  to  do. 

Production 

Mr  Baker  stated  that  the  objective  is  that 
the  product  is  the  correct  product,  of  the 
correct  strength,  uncontaminaited,  in  the 
right  pack,  properly  closed  and  bearing 
the  correct  label.  The  production  proced- 
ures were  a  chain  with  the  following  links 
— specification  of  materials:  ordering  and 
receipt  and  examination  of  those  materials; 
issue  of  materials  to  production;  the 
manufacturing  process;  filling  and  pack- 
ing; laboratory  examination  of  part  pro- 
cessed and  finished  products;  and  release 
of  the  product  for  sale. 

If  procedures  for  specification  and 
ordering  are  adequate,  the  material  which 
arrives  is  probably  the  required  material. 
Mr  Baker  further  suggested  that  every  con- 
tainer of  every  material  received  must  be 
examined  individually  as  under  the  Medi- 
cines Act,  responsibility  for  using  the 
wrong  material  rests  on  the  person  doing 
so.  The  usual  sampling  procedure  is  based 
on  a  belief  that  the  population  sampled  is 
primarily  homogeneous  but  this  is  not  so 
when  trying  to  spot  the  enormous  error  of 
wrong  product.  Further,  he  questioned 
whether  any  ingredient  can  be  considered 
as  less  important  than  any  other — "a  mis- 
taken preservative  could  be  as  disruptive 
as  a  mistaken  vehicle  or  wrong  therapeu- 
tically active  constituent". 

Management  needs  to  take  an  overall 
view  to  ensure  that  all  the  links  in  the 
production  chain  are  present  and  none  is 
strong  at  the  expense  of  weakness  in 
others. 

Labelling 

"The  best  pharmaceutical  is  ruined  once 
the  wrong  label  is  applied,"  stated  Mr

Baker.  Those  designing  labels  commonly 
do  not  consider  all  the  people  who  are  I 
going  to  see  them  but  only  the  buyer  or] 
user. 

He  argued  against  "house  images" 
If  a  mix-up  occurs,  the  employees  are 
generally  relied  on  to  spot  it  but  this  is 
unlikely  with  large  quantities  being 
handled,  so  some  help  should  be  given  to 
the  operator,  eg.  there  should  be  differ- 
ences in  size,  shape  and  colour  and  iden- 
tity aids  should  be  present. 

Documentation 

Mr  Baker  suggested  that  production  should 
not  go  on  without  documentation.  Its  ad- 
vantages are  precision,  durability,  it  leads 
to  uniformity,  records  can  be  based  on  it 
and  its  use  avoids  errors  arising  from 
vague  instructions  and  poor  memory.  It 
defines  a  system  of  control,  guides  opera- 
tors through  their  jobs,  aids  management 
in  developing  the  process,  and  produces  a 
framework  for  a  logical  compilation  of 
records.  To  be  of  use  to  operators,  the 
documents  must  be  clear  and  understand- 
able— "It  is  often  overlooked  that  technical 
terminology  can  be  as  baffling  as  a  foreign 
language  to  the  uninitiated." 

Laboratory  examination 

Premises,  equipment,  personnel  and  pro- 
cedures must  be  adequate  for  the  purposes 
intended,  and  analytical  procedures  must 
be  relevant  to  the  ends  being  sought.  Mr 
Baker  suggested  also  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  "an  often  misunder- 
stood book" — it  is  not  a  book  of  stan- 
dards for  manufacturers.  Their  specifica- 
tions must  be  higher  to  allow  for  process 
variation  and  deterioration  between  manu- 
facture and  use.  "No  amount  of  testing 
will  ensure  a  quality  which  has  not  been 
incorporated  into  the  product  by  good 
practices  operated  from  the  very  begin- 
ning of  manufacture." 

A  final  step  before  release  of  the  pro- 
duct for  sale  is  to  check  by  investigating 
whether:  all  the  materials  which  were 
used  had  been  approved  for  use;  the  pro- 
cess laid  down  was  actually  followed  and 
what  happened  if  it  was  not  and  what 
implication  does  this  have;  all  the  mach- 
ine records  are  complete  and  in  order;  all 
in-process  checks  were  done  and  if  they 
suggest  that  the  process  was  failing;  rele- 
vant analytical  results  were  obtained,  and 
do  they  show  the  product  is  within  speci- 
fication; examination  has  been  made  of 
the  final  packs;  and  the  product  looks 
right. 

Chain  breakdown 

In  conclusion  Mr  Baker  suggested  that 
possible  reasons  for  weak  or  missing  links 
were  the  result  of  technical  non-compet- 
ence, lack  of  time  to  stand  back  and  ap- 
praise the  system  as  a  whole,  or  in  large 
companies  managers  being  actively  dis- 
couraged from  involving  themselves  out- 
side their  own  field.  The  way  out  of  the 
difficulty,  he  went  on,  is  that  the  company 
needs  to  have  a  method  whereby  the 
system  can  be  assessed.  If  a  person  is 
chosen  for  the  assessment,  he  must  have 
the  training  and  wide  experience  to  effec- 
tively carry  out  the  job,  will  need  the 
power  to  get  things  done  and  has  to  be 
"good  on  balance  and  tact"  so  that  "he 
will  not  succeed  in  setting  everyone  against 
him".

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The  cost  of  safety 
in  medicines 


"What  must  be  realised  in  relation  to  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  is  that  those  who 
are  demanding  absolute  safety  in  regard 
to  new  substances  designed  to  combat 
disease  are  pursuing  a  myth,"  said  Mr  Ivar 
McG  Boden,  president  of  the  Association 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  at 
the  association's  annual  dinner  in  Lon- 
don on  Tuesday. 

In  a  reference  to  compensation  for  the 
thalidomide  victims  Mr  Boden  said 
investment  in  research  would  have  to  be 
carefully  weighed.  The  potential  liability 
could  be  so  enormous  that  no  company 
without  outside  assistance  could  carry  the 
financial  risks  involved.  He  believed  the 
public  must  accept  responsibility  for 
accidental  disabilities  where  there  was  no 
negligence  involved. 

In  some  parts  of  the  world,  he  said,  the 
action  of  Government  agencies  had  re- 
sulted in  the  balance  being  swung  too  far 
in  the  direction  of  excessive  caution.  He 
claimed  that  there  were  signs  of  increasing 
pressures  on  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Drugs  to  adopt  a  slower  and  more  formal 
approach.  "It  would  be  a  pity  if  the  diffi- 


culties experienced  in  obtaining  clinical 
trial  certificates  in  the  UK  caused  the 
industry  to  look  even  more  to  North 
America,  Scandinavia  or  other  centres  for 
their  early  clinical  research,  he  added. 

Member  companies  of  the  association 
were  now  spending  world  wide  close  to 
£1  million  per  day  on  research  and 
development  and  it  was  in  the  interests  of 
society  as  a  whole  that  optimum  advan- 
tage was  derived  from  that  enormous 
investment 

Looking  to  the  future  of  the  associa- 
tion, he  felt  that,  with  the  help  of  Gov- 
ernment and  the  profession,  member  com- 
panies would  be  introducing  the  fruits  of 
their  research  for  the  relief  of  suffering  in 
many  of  those  diseases  for  which  no  satis- 
factory treatment  was  yet  available  and 
soon  exports  from  the  industry  would  be 
worth  more  than  £200  million  a  year. 

Replying  to  the  toast  "the  guests",  Sir 
John  Richardson,  a  former  president  of  the 
BMA,  remarked  on  the  changes  in  the 
efficiency  of  drugs  he  had  noted  dur- 
ing the  40  years  he  had  been  in  practice.

benefits  would  have  to  be  balanced  cei 
tain  discomforts,  or  even  dangers,  know 
or  sometimes  not  yet  known.  "If  we  don' 
do  this  the  benefits  of  advance  in  practic 
may  be  denied  us,  and  our  lives,  and  thos 
for  whom  we  care,  may  be  shortened  o 
allowed  to  be  unnecessarily  burdensom 
because  advances  have  not  been  full 
exploited  in  our  service". 

"On  advances  depends  our  increase  ii 
power,  and  on  the  careful  exercise  of  ou 
judgement  its  proper  use.  All  of  this  powe 
has  its  roots  in  research,  and  much  come 
to  us  from  your  industry."

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Statutory  committee: 
Chemists'  dilemma 
river  poisons  sale 


[Tie  dilemma  facing  pharmacists  in  inter- 
beting  the  law  about  selling  poisons  to 
arsons  known  to  them  was  raised  at  the 
learing  of  allegations  against  a  St  Albans 
:ompany  before  the  statutory  committee 
|  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  London 
ast  week. 

The  firm,  Freeman  Grieve  Ltd,  St 
Jeters  Street,  St  Albans,  was  convicted  in 
1 972  of  unlawfully  selling  tincture  of 
iconite  and  chloroform  to  Graham  Young, 
he  Hemel  Hempstead  poisoner  now  serv- 
ng  a  fife  sentence  for  murdering  two 
workmates  and  poisoning  four  others. 

Mr  P.  St  John  Howe,  the  Society's 
solicitor,  said  that  Young's  purchases 
were  not  used  to  poison  anybody.  They 
were  found  unused  at  his  home. 

The  firm  and  its  owner,  Mr  David 
Samuel  Evans,  Carlisle  Avenue,  St  Albans, 
the  registered  superintendent  pharmacist, 
ippeared  before  the  Committee  following 
the  company's  conviction  and  to  answer 
further  allegations  that  on  four  occasions 
I  1971  the  company  supplied  to  a  woman 
>osing  as  a  nurse  pethidine  and  morphine 
njections  without  the  necessary  authority. 

It  was  alleged  that  Mr  Evans  might 
lave  been  culpably  careless  or  negligent 
n  the  manner  in  which  he  carried  out 
lis  duties  as  superintendent,  which  might 
imount  to  misconduot. 

Mr  Howe  said  there  had  never  really 
Deen  any  satisfactory  definition  of  the  law 
•elating  to  the  words  "known  by  the  seller 
:o  be  a  person  to  whom  poison  may  pro- 
perly be  sold."  It  was  apparent  from  this 
;ase  that  pharmacists  had  really  substituted 
;he  world  "believe"  for  the  word  "known". 

Mr  Howe  went  on:  "The  mere  appear- 
ince  of  a  man  in  a  pharmacy  from  time 
to  time  so  that  you  get  to  know  him  and 
feel  friendly  towards  him  cannot  be  suffi- 
cient, "In  this  case  the  company  and  its 
pharmacist  who  sold  these  poisons  was  on 
the  wrong  side  of  the  line.  But  certainly 
sympathy  was  felt  for  the  predicament  in 
which  he  found  himself." 

Mr  Howe  said  that  when  Young  came 
into  the  pharmacy  he  chatted  to  people 
iver  a  period  of  time.  He  showed  con- 
siderable knowledge  of  analytical  chem- 
istry and  it  appeared  he  was  using  the 
poisons  for  educational  experiments.  He 
[lid  not  produce  any  documents  but  on  the 
poisons  register  he  described  himself  as  an 
|)rder  clerk. 

|  Mr  Howe  said  one  might  be  prepared  to 
iccept  that  even  an  experienced  person 
;ould  be  led  into  believing  such  a  man.  In 
his  case  it  was  somebody  who  had  fairly 
ecently  qualified  and  he  felt  it  quite  pro- 
>er  to  make  the  sales. 

Mr  Howe  said  it  was  the  same  pharma- 
cist who  made  the  sales  of  pethidine  to 
the  woman  who  posed  as  a  nurse. 
I  Mr  William  Rhodes,  a  Society's  inspec- 


tor, said  that  Mr  Evans'  28-year-old  son 
Derek,  who  qualified  in  1969,  sold  the 
pethidine  to  Angela  Lawrie.  She  had 
visited  the  pharmacy  several  times,  posing 
as  a  motorway  nurse  and  saying  she  was 
attached  to  the  police  medical  corps. 

She  produced  an  official-looking  blue 
card.  "We  must  have  read  it,  although  I 
can't  remember  what  it  said,"  added  Mr 
Evans.  It  was  only  when  police  called  later 
that  he  found  out  there  was  no  such  thing 
as  the  police  medical  corps. 

She  was  prosecuted  for  various  drug 
offences.  She  was  living  with  a  man  who 
had  a  history  of  drug  abuse. 

Mr  Evans  described  the  offences  as  "a 
comedy  of  errors  throughout"  and  blamed 
the  Home  Office  for  letting  Young  out  of 
detention.  He  also  blamed  Dr  McGrath 
for  giving  the  go-ahead  that  he  could  be 
released.  "The  probation  officer  knew 
what  Young  was  capable  of  doing  and 
gave  him  every  facility  to  repeat  his 
actions."  Mr  Evans  said  he  was  at  the 
counter  when  his  son  made  the  sales  to 
Young  and  Miss  Lawrie. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr  Howe,  Mr 
Evans  agreed  that  the  sale  of  aconite  tinc- 
ture should  have  put  him  on  his  guard. 
He  said  his  son  was  unable  to  attend  the 
hearing  because  he  was  looking  after  the 
pharmacy. 

The  committee  chairman,  Sir  Gordon 
Willmer,  said  that  Mr  Evans  and  his  son 
were  both  hoodwinked  into  supplying  the 
drugs.  They  were  guilty  of  misconduct, 
but  there  were  extenuating  circumstances. 
He  wondered  how  many  chemists  would 
have  been  able  to  see  through  "these 
plausible  young  people." 

He  ordered  that  the  company  be  repri- 
manded and  cautioned  against  possible 
future  repetition  of  similar  offences. 

Pharmacist  late 

Mr  George  Meade,  Watting  Street, 
Weeford,  nr  Lichfield,  was  fined  £10  with 
£15  costs  after  pleading  guilty  in  a  magis- 
trates court  to  unlawully  supplying  Cojene 
tablets. 

His  locum,  Mrs  Patricia  Gough,  Bank- 
side  Crescent,  Streetley,  should  have  been 
at  the  pharmacy  at  The  Square,  Norton 
Canes,  near  Cannock,  to  supervise  the 
supply  of  the  tablets.  The  committee  ac- 
cepted her  explanation  that  she  was  late 
because  she  was  delayed  by  traffic  and 
decided  to  take  no  action  against  her. 

The  Society's  inspector  Mr  Graham 
Pickup  said  he  called  at  the  pharmacy  in 
November  1970,  and  discovered  Mr  Meade 
was  in  hospital  and  that  during  that  week 
there  was  no  qualified  pharmacist  present. 
The  following  January  a  warning  letter 
was  sent  to  Mr  Meade.  When  he  visited 
the  pharmacy  some  months  later  at  9.40 
am,  ten  minutes  after  it  opened,  an  un- 
qualified assistant  dispensed  a  prescription 
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for  a  customer.  He  asked  for  a  packet  of 
Cojene  tablets  and  this  was  handed  to 
him  without  hesitation. 

The  assistant  agreed  no  prescriptions 
were  allowed  to  go  out  until  the  locum 
arrived;  it  was  Mr  Meade's  day  off.  Mrs 
Gough  arrived  at  9.58  saying  she  had 
been  delayed  by  traffic. 

Mr  Meade  told  the  committee  the 
assistant  was  sufficiently  instructed  to  know 
she  should  not  have  sold  the  tablets.  He 
gave  an  assurance  the  offence  would  not 
be  repeated.  The  pharmacy  would  not 
open  until  the  locum  arrived. 

Thomas  Perkin  Ltd,  Colehill,  Tarn- 
worth,  and  the  superintendent  pharmacist, 
Mrs  Clare  Edith  Mercer,  Gillway,  Tarn- 
worth,  appeared  before  the  committee  fol- 
lowing the  company's  conviction  in  June 
1972  for  selling  Gee's  linctus  and  Codis 
tablets  without  the  supervision  of  a  phar- 
macist. In  one  instance  a  container  of 
tablets  was  not  labelled  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  chemist. 

The  case  against  the  company  was  ad- 
journed after  the  committee  had  been  told 
that  the  business  was  being  sold. 

Mr  Howe  said,  "It  appeared  that  the 
proprietor,  Mr  Perkin,  who  was  unquali- 
fied, appeared  to  have  countermanded 
Mrs  Mercer's  instructions  to  the  staff 
about  the  sales  of  medicines  in  her 
absence". 

Mrs  Mercer,  who  qualified  in  1939,  told 
the  committee  that  she  would  be  retiring 
from  regular  practice  when  the  sale  of 
the  business  was  completed  at  the  end  of 
this  month. 

She  said  there  was  a  notice  in  the  shop 
warning  staff  not  to  sell  medicines  con- 
taining Part  I  poisons  and  she  reminded 
the  staff  about  this  every  time  she  went 
out  of  the  shop.  Mr  Perkin  was  in  the 
shop  at  the  time  the  young  assistant  sold 
the  medicines  to  the  inspector. 

She  had  told  Mr  Perkin  of  the  inspec- 
tor's advice  about  closing  the  shop  in  her 
absence,  but  Mr  Perkin  said  that  he  did 
not  think  it  should  be. 

Reprimanding  Mrs  Mercer  for  making 
it  possible  for  the  offences  to  be  com- 
mitted and  cautioning  her  against  any  re- 
petition if  she  continued  in  practice,  Sir 
Gordon  Willmer,  said:  "I  am  sorry  that 
this  sort  of  thing  should  have  occurred  at 
the  close  of  your  career  in  the  profession." 

He  said  the  whole  conduct  of  a  phar- 
macy was  the  superintendent  pharmacist's 
responsibility  and  Mrs  Mercer  was  res- 
ponsible for  the  offences  committed  in 
her  absence.  It  was  for  her  and  nobody 
else  to  say  when  the  pharmacy  should  be 
closed,  but  she  allowed  Mr  Perkin's  view 
to  prevail. 

The  committee  postponed  decision  on 
a  superintendent  pharmacist  convicted  of 
illegally  supplying  Marzine  tablets  and 
Neutradonna  powder  and  dispensing 
Penidural  in f  the  absence  of  a  qualified 
pharmacist.  The  superintendent  said  that 
five  qualified  pharmacists  usually  operated 
in  the  four  shops  under  his  control.  At  the 
time  the  offences  occurred  the  number  of 
pharmacists  had  been  reduced  to  three 
owing  to  sickness  and  holiday  absence. 

A  decision  was  adjourned  for  12  months 
in  the  oase  of  a  pharmacist  convicted  of  8 
offences  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
with  22  similar  offences  being  taken  into 
consideration,  most  of  them  matters  of 
book-keeping.

CROPS  BEING  HIT 
BY  DROUGHT 

London,  April  18:  While  the  water  authori- 
ties in  the  UK  have  been  issuing  notices 
of  a  water  shortage  and  giving  warnings 
of  possible  supply  cut-offs  for  industry 
in  some  areas  the  problem  caused  by 
drought  conditions  is  not  confined  to 
Britain.  Over  other  parts  of  the  world  the 
lack  of  rain  is  causing  serious  hardship 
to  food  and  medicinal  plant  crops. 

In  the  senna  growing  centres  of  India 
there  has  been  no  rain  for  the  present 
crop  and  our  correspondent  says  there 
is  no  hint  of  any  coming  in  the  near 
future.  The  crop  failure  has  caused  lead- 
ing Hamburg  importers  to  conclude  busi- 
ness with  Sudan. 

However,  135  tons  of  Tinnevelly  leaves 
and  12  tons  of  pods  were  shipped  from 
Tuticorin  to  Europe  during  March  but 
none  to  the  US  or  UK. 

South  Africa  too  has  also  been  affected 
with  low  rainfall.  The  aloes  growing  areas 
have  had  no  substantial  rainfall  for  two 
years.  Since  the  tapping  can  only  be 
done  during  rainy  weather  hardly  any 
supplies  have  reached  the  dealers  in 
Cape  Town  and  stocks  are  now  ex- 
hausted. A  leading  exporter  told  C&D 
last  week  that  if  he  could  obtain  supplies, 
particularly  of  the  Mossel  Bay  variety  the 
price  would  be  very  much  higher  than 
was  ruling  earlier  this  year.  Demand  was 
strong  particularly  from  the  US  but  the 
UK  market  had  declined.  While  aloes  is 
strong  buchu  is  weak  and  there  are 
abundant  stocks  in  the  warehouses. 

Elsewhere  in  crude  drugs  belladonna 
herb,  cascara,  colocynth  pulp,  kola  nuts 
and  Indian  valerian  were  all  dearer.  So 
also  were  coriander  seed,  black  pepper 
and  turmeric. 

There  are  still  no  offers  from  China  for 
their  essential  oils  so  spot  rates  tended 
to  be  repeated  at  former  levels.
